BONUS STARTED TUESDAY 


State Officials Put 12,800 Checks Into 
Mail in First Batch. 


Last week the first state warrants 
to pay soldiers’ bonus to the Illinois 
VC orld War veterans went into the 
mails. 
There are 12,800 in the first 
batch. 
These warrants can be cashed 
at any bank in the state. 
The service recognition board has 
before it upward of 200,000 more 
claims and others are coming in at 
the rate of 200 a day.

Authorities estimate it will take 
a year before the last of the claims 
have been paid. 
On .the average a quarter crc the 
claims sent to the service recognition 
board are being held up for further 
inquiry'. 
The warrants have been printed on 
a tinted and highly sensitized paper 
which will show plainly the slightest 
attem pt at alteration.

Thes certificates are issued in 
denominations of $25, $100 and $1,000 
and have become a fixed form of in­ 
vestment fot thousands of men and 
women.

With two farm fires within a month 
in Palatine township, the m atter of a 
township fire truck is again being dis­ 
cussed by some of the farmers.

fit of the village mounted thereon and 
a booster pump with suction hose and 
about 200 feet of fire hose, there could 
be constructed as fin© a little fire 
truck 
as 
any 
farm ing 
community 
could desire. 
This w'ould give ample 
protection to a territory with a five 
mile radius to Palatine. 
The Rech farm 
buildings would 
have probably been all destroyed last 
month if the chemical engine had not 
been there to put out the fire. 
With 
a few more minutes start the Porep 
house w’ould have been destroyed. 
The village of Palatine will not al­ 
low their fire truck to leave the vil­ 
lage, w’hich would deprive the village 
of fire protection. 
When a fire call 
comes from the country, a truck must 
be found to load the old chemical out­ 
fit upon by the aid of planks and much 
hard labor. 
Then comes the perilous 
trip with the big high wheeled con­ 
traption threatening every minute to 
go overboard.

The cost of a truck chassis and a 
booster pump would not be very much. 
It is up to the farmers if they desire 
this protection. 
The village people 
are not going to start the movement. 
If you want it, organize your commit­ 
tee and go and get it.

SEASONABLE GOOD THINGS 


When plums are In their prime try 
the following: Wipe carefully ripe, 
s o u n d 
plums. 
Place the fruit In 
a stone jar, add­ 
ing one-quarter of 
a pound of sugar 
for each pound of 
plums. 
Place the 
ja r in boiling xva- 
ter and cook until 
tender. 
Remove the stones and put 
the fruit through a colander; return 
to the ja r and add one-half pound of 
sugar for each pound of fruit (original 
weight) and continue to cook until 
thick and almost dry. 
Put into jars, 
seal, and keep in a cool place. Cut in 
slices and eat on toast or bread. Other 
fruits may be served in the same way. 
Carrot Sauce.—Select medium-sized 
carrots, wash and scrape them ; cover 
with boiling xvater and cook until ten­ 
der. 
Drain and mash, adding salt to 
taste and two tablespoonfuls of butter. 
Cook a teaspoonful of flour In the but­ 
ter until broxvn, then add the carrots 
and blend well. 
When this is done 
add one and one-half cupfuls of sxveet 
milk and simmer ten minutes. 
Season 
with pepper and paprika and pour over 
broiled fish, adding more salt lf need­ 
ed. 
To prepare jam s or jellies from 
fruits which lack pectin, take the peel­ 
ing of an orange, white inner lining 
and a ll; cook for a fexv minutes to re­ 
move the white, which is the part 
th at holds the pectin, coxer xvith w ater 
and cook sloxxiy for an hour, reducing 
the liquid to three-quarters or half a 
cupful. 
Add a fexv tablespoonfuls of 
this to the juice which xviii not jell 
and it will thicken. 
Keep the pectin 
well corked and it xviii be ready to 
use. 
Commercial pectin may be pur­ 
chased, but this may be prepared at 
home when oranges are plentiful.

Bread.—Take one cupful ol 
crumbs, the same of milk, one egg, one- 
third of a cupful of sugar, one cupful 
of raisins, txvo cupfuls of flour, four 
teaspoonfuls of baking poxvder, two 
teaspoonfuls of salt, txvo tablespoon­ 
fuls of fat.

Tacoma, Wash., July 6.—Before sail­ 
ing on the Henderson for Alaska Pres­ 
ident Harding made public correspon­ 
dence between himself and the direc­ 
tors of the American Iron and Steel in­ 
stitute concerning the President’s re­ 
quest for abolition of the 12-hour day 
in the steel industry. 
“The large majority of the steel 
manufacturers of America have un­ 
dertaken to abolish the 12-hour day 
iu the American steel industry at the 
earliest moment that the additional 
labor required shall be available,” the 
Presdient said in his statement.

Amman, Its Capital, Once Phila­ 
delphia, Ancestor of All Mod­ 
ern Philadelphias. 


Washington.—“Whether the newest 
Arab state to have its independence 
recognized be called by its Western 
title of Transjordanla or by Its East­ 
ern name, Kerak, it seems hopelessly 
out of touch with things American,” 
says a bulletin from the Washington 
headquarters of the National Geo­ 
graphic society, in regard to the land 
immediately east of the River Jordan 
over which Emir Abdullah rules. 
“Perhaps it will brftig the newly in­ 
dependent 
but 
very 
old 
country 
closer,” continues the bulletin, “to 
I realize that its capital, now Amman, 
I w’as 
once 
Philadelphia—the 
great- 
great-great-grandfather of the half- 
! dozen or more Philadelphias, great and 
; small, that are to be found In our 
postal guides. 


Ancestor of Modern 
Philadelphias. 
“But it was only a mere matter of 
twenty-odd centuries ago that the city 
took the name of Philadelphia from Its 
new lord, Ptolemy Phlladelphus. 
It 
had existed as Kabbath Amman, chief 
city of the Ammonites, almost from 
the days of Lot, from whom the Am- 
I monitcs are said to have sprung. 
It 


j was after a victorious battle with 
these same people of Amman that 
Jephthah, according to the Biblical 
story, returned to the fatal meeting 
with his daughter. 
“When Transjordanla Is described 
as stretching from the Jordan and the 
Dead Sea toward the interior of Ara­ 
bia, one is likely to call up the picture 
of a hopeless desert. But much of the 
region is steppe land, a high plain sup­ 
porting some flocks and even capable 
of tillage. 
Nomadism has long held 
the region In Its grip, however, and It 
Is as a sort of ‘chief of nomads’ that 
Abdullah lim Hussein finds It neces­ 
sary to rule. He holds his ‘court’ not 
In a palace hut In a group of 
which he moves with the seasons. 
“This land, now given over largely 


to nomads, Is capable of development 
along stable lines, as is showTn by its 
past importance. 
After Alexander’s 
Eastern conquests the cities to the 
east of the Jordan became Hellenized 
and the seats of prosperity and cul­ 
ture. 
In the Second century before 
Christ, Ptolemy Philadelphus built In 
the city which was given his name an 
extensive acropolis which, in the Am­ 
man of today, is only a mass of fallen 
columns and ruined walls. 
“Rome’s sway over Philadelphia is 
shown in Amman by the ruins of a 


huge amphitheater which seated 7,000 
spectators. la the sleepy Eastern town 
of today goats browse among the foun­ 
dations of temples and public build­ 
ings, Arabian coffee shops lean against 
once-proud walls, 
and the Eastern 
species of the village lounger sits on 
overturned marble pillars. 
Emir Ab­ 
dullah is showing some interest in the 
ancient structures of his capital, how­ 
ever, and is having the fairly well-pre­ 
served amphitheater cleared of debris. 
“Amman is not inaccessible. - Five 
hours by automobile over reasonably 
good roads through the sizzling valley 
of the Jordan suffice for the trip from 
Jerusalem to the capital. The Jordan 
forms the boundary line, and across it 
is an iron bridge. Aman is only about 
thirty miles from the river and, as the 
crow flies, is hardly more than sixty 
miles from Jerusalem. 
The Hedjaz 
railway, connecting Damascus and Me­ 
dina, runs through the town.”

onment of from one to ten years and 
a ffne of from IOO to 1,000 francs are 
to be the punishment for complicity in 
such crimes or for eating human flesh. 
Cannibalism survives, M. Sarraut says, 
principally under the form of ritual 
rites or acts of sorcery. 
Discussing this subject In Le Jour­ 
nal, M. Fernand Hauser writes: 
“Doctor Cureau, formerly a colonial

'He may 
be a man who Is gentle, gay, cheerful 
and friendly in his ordinary relations* 
—at least with those about him. 
“Doctor Cureau added that he had 
several times seen evidences that cer­ 
tain tribes make prisoners of war or 
buy slaves to hold them in reserve, 
and then kill them and eat them In ac­ 
cordance with their needs. 
“Pere Martron, who also made a 
close-range study of the African ne­ 
groes, declared, on the contrary, that 
the cannibals did not hunt men to sat­ 
isfy hunger. 
They eat, he said, only 
the bodies of enemies killed in war 
and, more rarely, the bodies of those 
on whom they wish to wreak a terrible 
vengeance. 
“However that may be, Pere Mar­ 
tron and Doctor Cureau both stated 
that cannibalism Is dying out. Coming 
into intercourse with more civilized 
tribes, the cannibals feel a sense of 
shame and soon refuse to admit that 
human flesh is eaten by them. 
Reports for Many Years. 
“These are reports dating back some 
years. M. J. Brevie, chief administra­ 
tor of colonies, director of political 
and administrative affairs in the gov­ 
ernment of French West Africa, says, 
in his Tslamisme contre Naturisrne au 
Soudan Franca!s’—a penetrating essay 
on native psychology which he has 
published—that many blacks still prac­ 
tice cannibalism, less from any real 
need than from an attachment to an­ 
cient rites, which, divorced from their 
primitive significance, appear unintel­ 
ligible to us, and which they them­ 
selves can no longer explain. 
‘“ We are dealing here,’ he declares, 
‘with human sacrifices, intended to dis­ 
arm hostile spirits, or to produce a 
sort of physical and moral transsub- 
staniation from the person sacrificed 
—to the person who eats, the latter 
thus assimilating the former’s strength 
and qualities.’ ” 
But whatever may he the reasons 
which have kept cannibalism alive, the 
French government is now determined 
to make an end of It.
